To be eligible to apply for loan assistance through OSAP, you must meet the 


following requirements: 


¢ You must be a Canadian citizen or a permanent resident of Canada (landed 
immigrant). 


* You must be enrolled or planning to enrol in an approved postsecondary program. 
Most programs offered by Ontario universities and colleges of applied arts and 
technology are approved for OSAP funding. If you are unsure whether the 
program you wish to take is approved for OSAP funding, contact your financial 
aid office or the Student Support Branch of the Ministry of Education and 
Training. 


If you now live in Ontario and meet the above requirements, you are eligible to apply 
for Canada Student Loan assistance through OSAP. In order to qualify for Ontario 
Student Loan assistance, however, you must also meet OSAP’s Ontario residency 
requirements. You determine whether you meet the residency requirements by filling 
out the application form. 


You are not eligible for OSAP assistance if you are receiving financial assistance 
from any program that covers all your educational and living costs. If you are 
receiving other government assistance that covers a portion of your costs, it is 
important that you check with the other government agency about receiving 
benefits and OSAP assistance at the same time. Contact your local government 
office for more information. 


It is necessary for you to have a valid Social Insurance Number so that your 
application can be processed. If you do not have a Social Insurance Number, contact 
any Canada Employment and Immigration Centre for information about how to 
obtain one. 


It is recommended that you apply as early as possible. For example, if you are 
planning to start your postsecondary studies in September, you should submit your 
OSAP application no later than the end of June. In most situations, applying by the 
end of June will ensure that your loan assistance will be available when your classes 
begin in September. 


If you submit an application after your 1994-95 study period has begun, please note 
the following deadlines: 


¢ If your application is received by your financial aid office within 45 days of the 
beginning of your 1994-95 study period, your financial need will be assessed for 
your entire 1994-95 study period and you may receive loan assistance for the 
entire period. 


¢ If your application is received by your financial aid office after this 45-day period 
and no later than 90 days before the end of your 1994-95 study period, your 
financial need will be assessed for the period of time from the date your 
application was received to the end of your 1994-95 study period and you may 
receive loan assistance only for that period of time. 


¢ If your application form is received by your financial aid office less than 90 days 
before the end of your 1994-95 study period, you will not be considered for OSAP 
assistance. 


Multiple 
applications 
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If you have submitted an entrance application to more than one postsecondary 
institution, you may not know which institution you will be attending. You may wait 
until you are accepted at a specific institution to fill out an OSAP application form, or 
you may wish to apply for OSAP before you receive an acceptance, since institutions 
usually do not notify applicants of their acceptance until June. If you wish to apply 
for loan assistance before you receive acceptance, you should fill out an OSAP 
application form for each institution to which you applied. Try to limit your 
applications to three. 


The first OSAP application form received by the ministry will be processed, and you 
will receive notification of the amount of your loan assistance for that institution. 
The other OSAP application forms will be kept on file. Once you have received 
acceptance from the institution you wish to attend, contact the financial aid office of 
that institution to ensure that your OSAP application form for that institution is 
processed. You must also contact the financial aid office of the other institutions to 
cancel your other OSAP applications. 


General Information on Completing the Application Form 


¢ Use black ink when filling out the application form. Do not use pencil. 


e Accuracy is important. If you are not sure how to answer a question on the form, 
contact your financial aid office for help. 


¢ Do not use periods, hyphens, or other punctuation marks. 
¢ Do not use terms such as "Nil" or "N/A". 


¢ Enter dollars only, not cents, in Canadian currency, and do not "round" the 
numbers. For example, $2,455.82 should be shown as:

You must submit a Confirmation of Program Information form, also called the 
"Green Sheet", with your OSAP application form. The Confirmation of Program 
Information form is used to confirm your program information, tuition and 
compulsory fees, and book and equipment costs. This form is available from the 
Student Support Branch. Your institution may also be able to give you one. 


After you have filled out the top portion of the Confirmation of Program Information 
form, send it to your institution so that they can supply the information regarding 
your program. The institution will then return the form to you. 


Note: If you are planning to attend the DeVry Institute of Technology, Ontario 
Business College, or Toronto School of Business, you do not need a Confirmation of 
Program Information form.

Note: If you are planning to attend the DeVry Institute of Technology, Ontario 
Business College, or Toronto School of Business, you must submit your OSAP 
application form directly to the financial aid office of your institution. If you are 
planning to attend a private postsecondary institution that is a member of the Ontario 
Association of Career Colleges (OACC), you must submit your OSAP application 
form and the Confirmation of Program Information form to the financial aid office of 
the OACC at the address given on page 10. 


If you are planning to attend a postsecondary institution outside Canada, you must 
have your institution fill out a Confirmation of Program Information form, and you 
must follow the above instructions for sending your application. You must also attach 
a photocopy of your Social Insurance Number card to your application form. 


Since your loan document will be forwarded to your permanent mailing address, it is 
extremely important that you notify the ministry of any change in this address. In 
addition, your loan must be negotiated at a Canadian bank in Canada within 30 days 
of the date that the official at your institution validates it. 


If you are planning to have someone else negotiate your loan in Canada on your 
behalf, you must arrange for power of attomey. Contact your bank in Canada before 
you leave the country to arrange for the negotiation of your loan through power of 
attorney. In addition, you may wish to have someone in Canada contact the ministry 
to discuss your OSAP application. Please see the section entitled "Collection and Use 
of Personal Information" to find out how you may arrange for the release of 
information to others. 
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Special Circumstances 


Exceptional OSAP uses standard criteria to assess your financial need and to determine the 

financial or family amount of loan assistance available to you through OSAP. In some cases, these 

circumstances criteria may not adequately reflect your particular circumstances. For example, you 
may: 


¢ bea survivor of family violence or other severe family problems, and therefore be 
unable to have your parent(s) complete your OSAP application form; 

* have exceptional expenses related to a disability; or 

¢ have other exceptional expenses. 


If you feel your circumstances are exceptional and warrant special consideration, you 
may submit an appeal. Contact your financial aid office for details. This office will 
also advise you whether any special documentation is required. 


Ward of the Crown If you are or have been a ward of the Crown, you do not fill out the section entitled 
"Information on Parents" on the application form. You should obtain the appropriate 
supplementary form from your financial aid office, have it completed by the 
Children’s Aid Society, and submit it to your financial aid office. 


Assessment of Your Application 


Your application form will first be reviewed by staff at your financial aid office to 
ensure that it is filled in accurately and completely. If you did not answer a question, 
or if additional information is needed, the financial aid office will send you an 
Information Request form. This form identifies the information that is missing or 
incorrect, and indicates what is required. 


When the review is completed, your application is forwarded to the ministry for 
assessment. The ministry determines the amount of your loan assistance on the basis 
of the information supplied in your application. 


Notification of Amount of Loan 


When the assessment process is completed, you will be sent a Student Information 
Document, which shows you the amount of your loan assistance. This document also 
indicates whether this assistance is in the form of a Canada Student Loan or an 
Ontario Student Loan or both. If you applied early and are starting school in 
September, you will usually receive this document during the summer. 


Receipt of Your Loan Documents 


Procedures and When the assessment process is completed, the loan documents for your Canada 
conditions Student Loan and/or Ontario Student Loan are sent directly to the financial aid office 
at the institution you plan to attend. 


If you are planning to attend a postsecondary institution outside Canada, your loan 
document will be sent to the permanent mailing address you entered on your OSAP 
application form.

Confirmation of The Confirmation of Enrolment form is used to confirm that you have enrolled in and 
Enrolment form begun classes. It also updates the information on your income that you provided on 
~ your OSAP application form. On this form, you are asked to fill in the amount of 

income you actually received from all sources in the sixteen weeks before the 
beginning of your study period. You are also asked to indicate any changes in the 
amount of income you expect to receive while you are in school. If there are changes 
in your income, the new income amounts will be used to reassess your loan 
assistance. If there is a change in your assessment, it will be reflected in the loan 
documents released to you at the beginning of your second term. 


Negotiation of the Loan(s) With Your Bank 


When your financial aid office gives you your loan documents, you take them to your 
bank or lending institution to negotiate the release of the money. Your financial aid 
office may choose to have a portion of your loan(s) paid directly to the institution to 
cover tuition fees or any emergency loans given to you. 


When you receive a Canada or Ontario Student Loan, you are borrowing money from 
the bank, not the government. The provincial and/or federal governments pay, on 
your behalf, the interest that accrues on your loans during your study period. In 
addition, the provincial government pays the interest on your Ontario Student Loan 
for six months after you stop being a full-time student. 


It is important to remember that loan documents are legal documents. Please ensure 
that you read them and understand your responsibilities and obligations.

Changes in Your Circumstances 


If your circumstances or those of your parent(s) change while you are in school, it is 
important to inform your financial aid office of these changes, since they may affect 
your loan assessment and thus the amount of assistance you should receive. 


Notify the financial aid office if you have a change of address or a change in your 
financial or marital status. For example, if you plan to marry before or during your 
study period, you must notify your financial aid office, because your spouse will be 
required to give information pertaining to your application for loan assistance.

If your parent(s) filled out part of your application form, it is important that your 
financial aid office be notified of any change in the marital or financial status of your 
parent(s). 


Notify the financial aid office if you plan to drop a course or reduce your course load, 
since such changes may also affect your loan assessment. 


Other Sources of Financial Assistance 


Bursary for The Bursary for Students With Disabilities is available to help you with special 
Students With education-related costs resulting from a disability. The bursary is non-repayable and 
Disabilities supplements the OSAP loan you receive. 


You can apply for a bursary if you: 
¢ have applied for and been offered a student loan; 
° have extra education-related expenses that result from a disability and that are not 
covered by another agency. 


The maximum amount of assistance available is $2,000 per academic year. If you are 
interested in applying for this bursary, contact your financial aid office. 


Ontario Work-Study The Ontario Work-Study Plan gives students a chance to get a part-time job on 
Plan campus. Through this plan, you can earn extra money and gain valuable work 
experience while you are in school. 


You can apply to participate in this plan if you are: 
¢ a Canadian citizen or permanent resident of Canada; 
e an Ontario resident; 
¢ a full-time student registered at any Ontario university or college of applied arts 
and technology. 


The kinds of jobs vary from institution to institution. You will earn at least minimum 
wage. Contact your financial aid office to discuss your options. 


Ontario Special You may be eligible for a bursary through the Ontario Special Bursary Plan (OSBP) 
Bursary Pian if you have a low family income and are planning to attend a postsecondary 
institution to take approved full-time or part-time courses to upgrade your skills and 
knowledge, such as: 
¢ Basic Training for Skills Development (BTSD) 
e Introduction to Non-traditional Occupations (INTO) 
¢ Basic Job-Readiness Training (BJRT) 
e English As a Second Language (ESL) 


You may also be eligible for this bursary if you are taking part-time postsecondary 
courses. You cannot receive an Ontario Special Bursary and a loan through OSAP at 
the same time. 


The maximum amount of assistance available is $2,500 per academic year. You do 


not have to repay the bursary. If you are interested in applying for this bursary, 
contact your financial aid office. 
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Repayment of Loans 


Repayment Six months after you complete your studies or stop being a full-time postsecondary 
procedures student, you are responsible for repaying your Canada and/or Ontario Student Loans. 


Before this six-month period ends, you must contact the bank to consolidate your 

loans. At this time, you discuss what your monthly payment will be, how you plan to 

make the payments (e.g., by cheque or direct withdrawal), and how many years you 

have in which to repay the loan. You will also review your repayment responsibilities 
' and obligations. 


Loan Forgiveness = The Loan Forgiveness Program of the Ontario Student Loans Plan is available to help 

| Program you reduce your debt load. If you receive a loan or loans through OSAP, you may be 

eligible to have a portion of your Ontario Student Loan(s) forgiven by the Province of 
Ontario. 


The amount of your loans that will be forgiven is based on the number of terms in 
your study period and the "loan forgiveness level". For example, the loan forgiveness 
| level for two terms of study (e.g., September to December and January to April) is 
$5,570. Therefore, the maximum loan that you will have to repay for two terms is 
$5,570. Any amount of loan above $5,570 is forgiven. 


When you consolidate your loans, the loan forgiveness level will be calculated 
automatically by the ministry, and, if you qualify for loan forgiveness, the amount of 
loan you are required to repay will be reduced. 


interest relief The interest relief programs of the Canada Student Loans Plan and the Ontario 
programs Student Loans Plan are available to help you if you are temporarily unable to make 
payments on your student loan(s) because of low income. 


Additional information and application forms are available from your financial aid 
office, banks, and the Student Support Branch of the Ministry of Education and 
Training. 


Collection and Use of Personal Information 


Authority for The ministry collects and uses the information on your application form under the 
collection and use authority of the Ministry of Colleges and Universities Act, R.S.O. 1990, c. M. 19, and 
Regulations 773, 774, and 775, and the Canada Student Loans Act, R.S.C. 1985, 
c. §-23, and Regulation SOR/81-633, as amended. The ministry may verify this 
information with other government agencies and educational and financial 
institutions. In particular, the information you provide on your income will be 
verified with Revenue Canada. 


False information _All information provided in connection with your OSAP application is verified and 
audited by the ministry. If any of the information provided is false, inaccurate, or 
incomplete, the amount of loan you are required to repay might be affected. Also, 
you might not receive a loan in the future. 


It is an offense under the Canada Student Loans Act to obtain or assist another to 
obtain OSAP funding by fraud or false pretence. 


Verification and 
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To ensure that you receive assistance in a timely manner, the ministry uses the 


audit information on your income that you provide on your application form to determine 
the amount of your loan assistance. This information is compared later with the actual 
income that you have reported to Revenue Canada. If there is a difference, the 
amount of loan for which you are eligible will be reassessed, and the amount you are 
required to repay might be affected. 


Release of 
information to 
others 


The information in your OSAP file can only be given to you. The Freedom of 
Information and Protection of Privacy Act does not allow the ministry to release 
information about your OSAP application to anyone other than you. 


If you wish someone else, such as your parent(s), to have access to your OSAP 
information, you must send the ministry a letter stating that request. This letter must 


include: 


e the name of each person whom you are allowing to have access to your OSAP 
information; 

¢ your Social Insurance Number; 

° your signature. 


Once this letter is on file, the ministry can release information to the person(s) 
specified in the letter.
